Willi sorrow and regrel we record the demise of G. W. Sen- 
tell and J. A. Shakspeare, our esteemed colleagues, which de 
Drives the State of two worthy citizens and faithful officers, and 
this Board of two zealous and useful members. Al.su. of Mr. 
Charles DeMahy, our efficient Clerk, who performed the exact- 
ing duties of his office conscientiously and satisfactorily. 

Among the good sisters, three of their number hare passed 
away, after a life-long service i>r self-abnegation and devotion to 
their mission of Charity. 

It is gratifying to report, among the improvements of the 
past year, the completion of the "A. B. Miles" Surgical Am 
phitheatre and its thorough equipment in surgical and electrical 
appliances. Ii is abundantly supplied with light and with hot 
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and cold water, h has greatly increased the efficiencj of the 
surgical work, and insures additional safetj to patients undergo- 
ing operations. The debt incurred in its construction lias been 
settled, save a small balance reserved \W Farther investigation <>t' 
accounts. 

In the report <>!' tin- House Committee will in- found a de- 
tailed account of other improvements. Summarized, the; eon- 
sist of the purchase of a new and larger boiler; an extension <.r 
water mains; the Bitting of a small apartment as a dressing room 
for the surgical floor ; the placing of a hot- water sterilizer For 
the lower floor of the main building; the paving of the coutf 
yard and walks with Schillinger; Hie erection of storm doors to 

the front and side entrances of the main building; tl pening 

of a new surgical ward; the purchase oi three ambulance horses, 
and of a piece of property on Locust street 

An interesting telephone system will soon i»- established 
throughout the BtospitaJ and its annexes, which will abate the 
annoyance of bell-ringing to summon students and employees. 

and will t- d the Eouse Officers with every department of the 

Hospital, insuring better service and more perfect discipline. 

The Pathological and Bacteriological Department is still un- 
developed. In new of tin- achievements in this brauch of 
.science, in the interest oi' humanity, ii is essential to fully equip 
its laboratories and utilize the abundant material in lie obtained 
in this institution. 

As will be seen from the tabulated report <>f admissions for 
the [cist leu years then- has been a steady annual increase. 

In the House Surgeon's report it will he found that daring 
the war IS! 15 the number of admissions exceed those of the pre 
ceding year by 748, and in the Out clinics by n;u. This is the 
best evidence of the growing popularitj of this institution and 
its appreciation bj thegeneral publie in the absence of anj un- 
usual prevalence of disease. The necessit\ for some relief to the

$134,000.00. [fwededuci from this$24,ft00. 00 donations, etc., our 
ael income would bm ebeen only $1 10,000.00. Additionally,- the 
contingent items of auction sales, licenses, etc., show a falling 
off, as compared with the previous year ( 1894 i, of $10,000.00. 

The result plainlj shows that, unless contingent items im- 
prove, ami donations and legacies remain the same, we would face 
a deficiency.

The admissions numbered iiki-j dining the year, of which 
B687 were white and 4115 colored.

During the year 1423 deaths occurred : white 822, colored 
601, n gross mortality of L3 per cent Of this number 261 died 
within twenty-fours hours of admission, and which deducted 
gives the mortality rate proper a little less than eleven per cent

I;. -Miles Amphitheatre. 

The Maternitj Department in accord with the general in- 
crease of Hospital work. >rj v <.s the record at 257 births, which is 
without precedent in any year previously reported. 

The Hospital statistics presented direct attention to the 
enlarging Reld of work and to the confidence reposed by the un- 
fortunate pool' iii the expediency of its service. 

The once popular fallacy so prejudicial to the interest of 
those iii need of hospital care, namely, the dread of hospital 
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confinement, is being rapidlj dissipated ; ami this, together with 
the manner in winch their entrance into the institution is facil- 
itated, succinctly explains the increasing number of admissions, 
ami in ;ill conditions of disease, thai has been noticeably the fad 
during the year 1805. This prudent awakening to the value of 
scientific hospital attention will, 1 lielieve, become more markedly 
discernible from year to year, and must, in its proportionate 
increase, materially add h> the running hospital expense. 

In the Outdoor Clinics the visiting patients numbered 21,559, 
to whom medical relief was rendered, and 80,4H3 consultations 
given ; the attendance slows an increase over previous years. 

The Ambulance Service has maintained favor for its prompt 
and reliable service, ami nestles public confidence in the effi- 
ciency that has lieen preserved. The ambulance now in relaj 
would prove of great usefulness if pressed into active service, 
therein uuf only enlarging its advantages, hut better system 
atizingthe work. The corps answered 1 121 calls during the year 
and their faithfulness is specially commended. 

The report of the Pathologist is herewith accompanied. 
This department bears essential purport to both medical and 
surgical work audits fall equipment for pathological and bac- 
teriological investigation will prove conducive te more definite 
results in every department. 

The incentive In medical study and original research demand 
that the department be replete with modernized accessories, and 
I trnst it will receive a full consideration.

In submitting this report I fee] that, injustice to the depaafe 
ment, I Bhould call attention to some of the changes made during 
the past year and which increase the value of the department to 
""■ Hospital. The autopsies are now held directly under the 
supervision of the Pathologist, and the results an- reported to 
Bi« Physician in charge of the ward, so thai the autopsy record 

lsli with the historj of the case, at the same time it is kept 

in the books of the depart men.. A change has also tieeii made 
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in the method of examining specimens of tumors, they being cat 
by the freezing method which permits of giving a report much 
sooner than heretofore in the majorita of eases, whereas by the 
paraffine method a whole week was necessary. The specimens 
for the collection, however, are made by the embedding process, 
A more accurate method forthe examination of sputa has also 
been introduced Thai of sedimentation by means of a car- 
bolised solution, whieh facilitates and makes the finding of 
bacilli tubereulosismore accurate. I should also state here thai 
we have now in the department a hemacytometer and a hoema- 
globinometer, which permits theaeemate enumeratiou of Wood 
corpuscles and the accurate estimation of hoamoglobin in the 
blood. 

Notwithstanding the improvements made in the department 
during the past year many are still needed. The museum, for 
instance, has not been increased for the lack of proper museum 

jars; though specimens were kept ihey could not Ik' prepared SO 

as in keep permanently. 

The wan! is also felt of a properly egnipped Baeteriologiea] 
department nod of Mieroscopes for the more complete examina 
Hon of specimens, especially so in tin- nwandi of tlie Plasmo- 
dium malarias and other micro-organisms.

Gentlemen— 1 have the bouor bo report upon the progress of 
the Training School inaugurated under your counsel and guidance, 
and which, with this presentiment, bears evidence of its substan- 
tial strides in Hie direction of success and organization. 

The opening of the School, in May. 1893, with a class of 
eleven pupils, four of whom were Sisters of Charily, and which 
continued in organization niilil January, iwu. f ore 

shadowed its cause in the bright prosper! of educational and 
charity interest. 

[n January, is:n, under the instruction of your corn mil tee 
and the persona] direction of our dearly lamented, Dr. A. B. 
Miles, whose wisdom and generous impulses materialized our 
purpose and gave the impetus of strength to its existence, the 
classes were formed, and the following regulations framed : 

REGULATIONS FOB NURSES ATTACHED TO CHARITY HOSPITAL. 

Arrangements having been made for opening a Training 
School lor Nurses, attached to Charity Hospital, women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses may enter the school lor ihe 

course of two years' instruction on the following conditions ; 

Those wishing in enter the school should apply, either in 
persoi hi lelter, to Sister Allies. Charily Hospital, upon whose 
approval I hey will he received into the school for one month on 
probation, The applicant should send, with answers to her 
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paper of questions, a letter from a clergyman testifying to her 
good moral character, and from a physician stating that she is 
in sound health. 

It is indispensable th:it an applicant should have a fair Eng 
Hsh education— should be able to write legibly and accurately, to 
keep simple accounts, and bake notes or lectures. 

Sister Agnes has lull power to decide as to their fitness for 
the work and the propriety of retaining or dismissing them. She 
can, also, at anj time discharge them for misconduct or ineffi 
ciencj . 

During the month of probation the pupils are boarded and 
lodged at the expense of the school, but receive no other com- 
pensation. Theyarenoi expected to wear the uniform of the 
school, but must come provided with dresses of washing material 

for wear in tin- Hospital. 

Those who prove satisfactory will be accepted as pupil nn 
after signing the agreement to remain two years in the Training 
School and obej all the rales. 

During the first year they will serve as assistants in the 
wards of the Charity Hospital ; dhriiig the second year they may 
sometimes be sent nut to private cases, either among the rich or 
poor. 

The day nurses are on duty from 7 A. M. to 7 p. m.. with at. 
hour off each day for exercises and rest. <'!,.■> will sometimes be 
allowed an afternoon during the week and half of each Sundaj 

The pay for the firs) year is |8.00 a month and for the second 
year 112.00 a month. 

This sum is allowed for the dress, textbook and other ex 
pensefl of the aura in connection with her work, and is j„ 
nowise intended as wages, it being considered that the education 
given is a lull equivalent tor their services. They are required 
after the month of probation to wear the dress of the scl
